intercity relay channel for transmis- 
sion of programs simultaneously from 
a number of stations or directly to a 
specific theater or theaters in inter- 
connecting cities will be necessary. 
This will require a frequency band 
of 1500 megacycles in 20-megacycle 
widths between 300 and 6300 megacy- 
cles. Mr. Larson pointed out that the 
present wire line facilities, including 
coaxial transmission lines, are not 
suitable for this service because of 
their channel width limitations. High- 
fidelity television, he says, requiring 
20- to 60-megacycle widths needs radio 
facilities. And, of course, mobile links 
and relay systems are much more 
feasible with radio, he said.
